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3. Sajeev Batra was once employed by Incyte, from June 2, 1997 to March 12, 1999. The 
last known mailing address of Sajeev Batra is 555 El Camino Real, #709, Sunnyvale, California 
94087. 



4. A Notification of Missing Requirements Under 35 U.S.C. 371 was mailed by the U.S. 
Patent Office in connection with the subject U.S. national stage application on April 19, 2001, 
indicating that an oath or declaration of the inventors in conq)liance with 37 CFR 1.497 needed to be 
filed. After receipt of the Notification of Missing Requirements by Incyte and prior to September 6, 
2001, 1 telephoned the number left by Sajeev Batra upon termination of his en5)loyment with hicyte 
approximately four times to inform him that his signature was needed on a Declaration Under 37 C.F.R. 
§ 1.497 in the subject U.S. national stage application; no answer resulted from any of these telephone 
caUs. I again telephoned the number left by Sajeev Batra on September 6, 2001 to request his 
signature on the § 1.497 Declaration but there was also no answer to this call.
